ho expressed the belief that it can be worthwhile for students to see how writers sometimes 
are not faithful to the material and that they avoid what in public and easily available 
to them. That official bodies do th; some tiling with their own evidence, too.Some time 
ago Dave believed that ray using that x had published, which i3 from the official evidence, 
v/a3 an effective way of doing that. I mention this because you and Gerry have printouts 
and with an explanation tliat it is an unreal rough draft can perhaps uso some chapters 
that way. I'm going overt them now.^he first of them tliat I'm using is Posner's and 
Random House's impositions on Trust. From there I've used them in sequence up to what 
I'm ho w in Ignoring the Truth. I'm about half-way through it. I'm making no changes 
other tlian a feu I've put inside brackets to refc^Lct that whaj I'm using is what I 
wrote two years ago. In one df two placds l{ve!.^ded a bit of continuity to reflect that 
what I said about Posner and his book applies also to AA ailer and his book. Most of what 
I jin doing is typograpliical. In a few places something was missing and I'm not taking 
the time to dig the original out. But x think that the places that may be unclear or 
confusing to students are relatively few and would present little or no problem to 
their unders tanding. 

At the beginning of these insertions I've gone badk to some of the ckfazy tilings 
l-f oiler ajfAd, particularly tliat ,, evidence ,, is "impenetrable" and use that as the peg 
on which to hang these chapters. I did that also with Senator Russell Dissents. I broke 
it into two chapters.
